ALBANY. March 12.—Following is 
the text of the proposed Water Power 
bill submitied to the Legislature to- 
day by Governor Roosevelt in a loan 
cial message: 


AN ACT creating ‘‘The Trustees of 
the Water Power Resources on the 
St. Lawrence River’’ 
instrumentality of the State, defin- 
ing their powers, functiois and 
duties. and the public polic 
erning the same; 
appropriation therefor. 


The people of the State of New 
York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. The Governor of 
the State, by and with the consent 
of the Senate, shall appoint five 
trustees, who shall include an: en- 
pincer, a lawyer familiar with pub- 

ic law in this field, and a banker, 
to study and report plans and a 
form of contract for the sale and 
distribution of hydroelectric power 
to be generated at water power 
sites’ on’ the St. Lawrence River, 
owned or controlled by the people 
of the State, in, accordance with 
the principles and public policy de- 
clared in Section 2 hereof. Such 
report shall be made to the Legis- 
lature not Jater tham Jan. 15,. 1930. 

SECTION 2. It is hereby. de- 
clared to be ae Public policy of 
the State tha 

(1) The fs nc ea power sites 
in, upon or. adjacent to. the .St.

2) All structures necessary to

GENEVA, March 12.—A tacit agreée- 
ment of the Committee of. Jur- 
ists, including, it is reliably,| stated, 
Elihu Root, was reached this eve- 
ning providing ‘for an American 
“rebrepentative” empowered to re- 
ceive immediate notice’ from ‘the 
Sectetariat ofthe League of Nations 
of any proposal to ask the World 
Court for an advisory opinion and 
thus hasten American consent to it, 


or a prelimimary. exchange of -views 
between the League ‘Council and 
Washington if the latter had any ob- 
jections to raise. 

The committee showed itself very 
favorable to a new redraft of the 
Root project presented this morninz 
by Sir Cecil Hurst, British jurist, of 
which the foregoing point is the out- 
standing one in which it differs from 
the Root text. The committee con- 
fided to Sir Cecil, Nicholas Politis, 
the Greek member, and ; Mr. Root 
this evening the task of drawing up 
a final draft based on.it.. Mr. Root, 
after studying the Hurst text in the 
afternoon recess, told the committee 
he was satisfied with it, but that it 
was none the less necessary to take 
time to consider it thoroughly. 

The committee of three begins its 
work tonight. It is understood that 
‘ the points.so.-far expressed as need- 
“ing revision are minor details of 
court _procedure,.which.do..not.affect. 
the above provision for facilitating 
the exchange of views between Wash- 
ington and the bheague: 


Public Belief Optimistic. 


Consequently, there is an optimis- 
tic publie belief regarding the sub- 
committee report tomorrow that. the 
jurists will then definitely accept the 
text, and the question, s0 far as the 
jurists are concerned, will be fin- 
ished. There is reason to believe, 
however, that it will be two or three 
days before action is taken on the

More Explicit Than Root Text. 


The corresponding paragraph in 
the Root text is held to have had 
the same effect. without being so ex- 
plicit.

Hasten to Accept President's 
‘Offer’.of Naval Redaction.

LONDON, March 12:—Viscount Ceé- 
cil of Chelwood told an audience at} 
Stockport tonight that President 
Hoover’s inaugural address. and 
Elihu Root’s mission to Geneva’con- 
stituted important contributions to 
world, peace. 

“The President has told us that 
the American people have decided 
definitely against joining the 
League,’’ said Viscount Cecil. ‘‘The 
fact is incontestable and, though we 
may.regret it. nothing is to be gained 
by ignoring. the truth. That does 
not mean that America will take no 
part in maintaining. the peace of the 
world. Against any such conception 
President Hoover protested in elo- 
quent sincerity and recommended, 
first, that America should ‘join the | 
Permanent Court of Justice at The | 
Hague.”’ 

Mr. Root’s World Court proposal, 
by which the United States could 
withdraw from the Court if neces- 
sary, was described by Viscount Cecil 
as ‘‘eminently fair and reasonable.”’ 

“It will, I hope, be accepted,”’ he 
said. 

He then paid another tribute to 
President Hoover’s inaugural speech, 
as follows: 

‘“‘Mr. Hoover said that acceptance | 
of the’ Kellogg pact should pave the | 
way to the limitation of armaments, | 
‘an offer of which we sincerely ex- | 
tendto the- world.’ I ask you to 
| note the word ‘offer.’ It is of great 
| importance. American opinion con- 
| ceives: that in signing the Washing- 
| ton treaties the United States acted 
large-mindedly, When she agreed to 
accept equality with Great Britain 
in capital ships, she felt she was, as 
it were, making a concession. She 
is: ready now to extend that policy 
to all other parts of her fleet. Hence 
the word ‘offer.’ 

‘We have nothing to lose, but 
everything to gain by unreservedly 
accepting it. President Hoover has 
made a great gesture of belief in the 
reality of the pact for the renuncia- 
tion of war. Let us lose no time in 
accepting that gesture with both 
hands.’’

Givic associations and city officials 
hastened yesterday to remove legal 
and financial obstacles to construc- 
tion of the Triborough Bridge and 
Narrows Tunnel, while engineers of 
the Board of Transportation and the 
Department of Plant and Structures 
tackled in earnest the practical prob- 
lems involved in building them. 

Mayor Walker announced he woud 
go to Albany today and is expected 
to sponsor at a public hearing the 
bill to create a Bridge and Tunnel 
Commission. The legislation in ques- 
tion is the Kennedy-Brietenbach bill. 
The proposed commission would have 
authority to build and finance intra- 
city links. 

Yesterday the Fifth Avenue Asso- 
ciation, the Retail Dry Goods Asso- 
elation, the East River-Thirty-eighth 

Street Tunnel Committee and the 
First Avenue Association announced 
they would have delegations present 
to support the city’s case. Albert 
Goldman, .. Commissioner .of Plant 
and Structures, was in Albany yes- 
terday, presumably in the interest of 
the proposed legislation. 


$5,000,000 Grant Recommended. 


The first move toward providing 
funds for constructing the bridge 
and the tunnel was taken yesterday 
when the special committee of the 
Board of Estimate on the. tax.note 
and corporate stock calendar appor- 
tioned $3,000,000 for the Triborough 
Bridge and $2,000,000 for the Nar- 
rows Turmnel and recommended the 
appropriation of those sums to start 
work. Since the committee consists 
of Mayor Walker, Controller Berry 
and Aldermanic President McKee, 
their action wauld be tantamount to 
approval by the board, but the money 
cannot actually be appropriated un- 
til the city receives authority which 
it now lacks. The present law pro- 
hibits the sale of tax notes or cor- 
orate stock for non-revenue, produc- 
ng improvements and at the same 
time forbids ‘the collection of ‘tolls 
on intracity bridges and tunnels. 

The city bill-drafting commis- 
sioner is rs work now on legislation 
which would authorize the Controller 
to issue corporate stock and tax 
notes to finance the proposed $100,- 
000,000 projects and would allow the 
collection of tolls on the two im- 
provements.

TWO. AMERICAN GUARDS 
SHOT IN BORDER FIGHT 


Smuggling of Arms by 50 Men 
_~ Near El Paso Is Frastrated 
by Frontier Patrol. 





‘EL PASO, Texas,,March 12 (2).— 
An attempt to smuggle arms and am- 
munition across the international 
border was frustrated late last night 
after a fight in which two American 
patrolmen were: wounded. 

August Steinburn and Francis A. 
Scott, members of the border patrol, 
were shot from ambush near Cor- 
dova Island as they. started to in- 
vestigate the presence of two loiter- 
ers on the American side‘ of ‘the 
boundary. 

Approaching to within forty yards 
of the pair, the officers shouted and 
the answer was a fusilade of bullets 
from another direction, where a 
group lay concealed in a_ thicket. 
Both Americans fell wounded. 

Reinforcements uarrived.under com 
mand of K. C. Horsley, head of the 
border patrol.. A\ miniature battle 
followed, in which many shots were 
fired.. Thereafter half a hundred 
men were seen to run to safety on 
the Mexican side of the Rio Grande, 
Horsley reported today. 

“It was.a deliberate ambush perpe-. 
trated by a gang of men who were 
there for the specific purposes of 
receiving a load of arms and ammu- 
nition,’’ Horsley said. . His men had 
been watching a truck on which the 
arms apparently were to be moved 
when they heard the shots which 
wounded Scott and Steinburn about 
a half mile ‘aw y. 

First reports were that the two 
border patrolmen had been shot in a 
skirmish with liquor smugglers. The 
true nature of the fight. was not re- 
vealed by Horsley until today.

The fact that Mexican agents for 
some time have been actively and 
more.or less openly fomenting feel- 
ing against the United States 
throughout Central America lends 
added anxiety to the present situa- 
tion. Speaking for Salvador alone, 
one gy sum up the outlook by 
saying this small but rich and pro- 
gressive country faces the possible 
menace of the spread of the Mexican 
conflagration seriously but hopefully. 
The reason for this is well expressed 
in a conversation I had this morning’ 
with a prominent Salvador official. 

‘‘We are tod near Mexico not to 
feel the shock of any widespread 
political disturbance there,’’ he said, 
“but there has never been a time in 
Salvadorian history .when we were 
better prepared to withstand such a 
shock. . We have just swung into our 
stride in the matter of modernizing 
transportation facilities. The closing 
in a few months of the gap in the 
lines of the international railways in 
Central America will give us not only 
rail connection with the Atlantic but 
with the United States if Mexico is 
tranquil. 

‘We are well along with a paving 
and general road improvement pro- 

m without parallel in any other 
entral American republic. New 
needs have brought augmented pro- 
ductive efforts and these have been 
reflected in our increased import 
and export trade, with ‘the conse- 
quence that the general standard, not 
only of wealth but of well-being, has 
risen throughout the country. 

“This, in turn; has brougit in- 
creased contentment and a desire to 
continue on the road of prog-ess ‘on 
which. we have set our.feet.. With 
the rewards for which we have 
striven so hard. and so. long well 
within our reach, I cannot conceive 
that. there is any significant element 
in the country that would sacrifice 
them ,in useless war. If any such. 
misfortune were to eventuate, Salva- 
dor will have been forced into it by 
pressure from without.’’ 


AMERICANS REACH BORDER.

Passengers Saw. Eight Troop Trains 
Leaving Tampico—Recapture of. 
_ Torreon Is Expected.

MEXICO, CITY, .March 12.—The 
Federal...Government . is... rushing 
troops ‘to the Torreon region, where 
the decisive battle of the present re- 
volt may be fought within the next 
few days. It is officially announced 
from Chapultepec Palace that loyal 
troops under the supreme command 
of General Calles are moving rapidly 
in the direction of Torreon, which is 
the largest city west of Monterey and 
one of the principal industrial cen- 
tres of Mexico. 

There is no question that Torreon 
is the key to the situation and its 
capture. by the Federals, which the 
Government declares to be certain in 
the end, -might-very well break the 
backbone of the rebel movement. 

Whether Torreon, which for so 
many years figured in the campaigns 
of Pancho Villa; will be the scene of 
the deciding battle of this uprising 
depends entirely upon the rebels, 
whose tactics at Monterey were to 
retreat in advance of the arrival of 
the Federals, taking cash from the 
branch of the Bank of Mexico, as 
well as numerous automobiles which 
fell into their hands. 


General Escobar, rebel commander, 
is said to have concentrated in and 
near Torreon one of the largest rebel 
organizations of the present move- 
ment, which may mean a decision to 
meet the attack which General Calles 
is rushing troops to make. The Mex- 
ican high command is frankly hope- 
ful that such will be the case, insist- 
ing that in such an event there will 
be no question of a government vic- 
tory, thereby opening the door for 
an advance into Chihuahua and So- 
nora, in which States the rebels are 
expected to make their final stand. 

Calles Vanguard at Rio Grande. 

Official bulletins’ today tell of the 
Calles advance toward Torreon, his 
vanguard when last reported being at 
Rio Grande in the State of Zacatecas, 
where he has established temporary 
headquarters for battle organization 
of the infantry, cavalry and artillery 
units which are converging from all 
loyal States upon that sector. 

In efforts to make contact witn 
the enemy, the Federal forces’ main 
handicap is the lack of railway trans- 
portation west of Monterey, where 
the rebels have torn up the tracks 
and in other ways damaged the lines, 
thereby slowing up pursuit by gov- 
ernment troops. The tracks are he- 
ing repaired as rapidly as possible, 
troops working in relays day and 
night. 

At the same time as the main col- 
umn under General Calles is advanc- 
ing, another Federal force under 
General Almazan is making all pos- 
sible speed to reach the Torreon 
front in time to join the main col- 
umn ‘and participate in the move- 
ment to recapture Torreon and in the 
investment of the territory to the 
west. The fact that the rebels have 
held Torreon for more than a week 
has given them time to reorganize 
and in the event of a decision to give 
battle they might be able to put up 
a stubborn defense. 

However, there is no information 
whatever of a reliable nature as to 
the intention of the rebels and any 
statements as to what they may or 
may not do at Torreon are purely 
speculative. Just one thing is cer- 
tain and that is that the government 
is rushing thousands of troops into 
the Torreon zone and all the signs 
are that before many more days pass 
Torreon should again be in posses- 
sion of the loyal forces. 


Could Retreat Toward Border. 


If the rebels should decline battle, 
their only recourse, except to sur- 
render, would be to retreat in Chi- 
huahua toward the American border. 

While the government is making 
all speed to remove the menace at 
Torreon, it is also ready to meet the 
rebel column in Sinaloa 

Feverish activities of the govern- 
what to subdue the rebels in the 
west speedly were reported by pas- 
sengers arriving today on the second 
train from San Antonio and Laredo 
since the start of the revolt a week 
ago Sunday.

Prominent New Vorkers Are ‘in 
‘Crowd ‘Recalling Struggles of 
41. Years. Ago. 





The famous blizzard of '88 was re- 
told on the steps of the City Hall yes- 
| terday afternoon, where more than 
two hundred ‘‘survivors,’”’ from 50 to 
88 years old, assembled in celebra- 
tion of the forty-first anniversary of 
what is said to have been the .worst 


|| storm that ever occurred in this city, 


and to have their picture taken with 
Mayor Walker, 


The gathering followed a luncheon 
given by the officers of the newly: 
organized “The Blizzard Men of 
1888,"". of which Theddorus hie 
Wyck, poet and retired attorney, .is 
president, at the Machinery Club, 50 
Church Street. 

The “Blizzard Men,” some stooped 
with age, and some “Blizzard Girls’’ 
too, began . to. congregate. on -the 
steps of the City Hall long before 
1:30, the time set for the picture. 
They were soon surrounded by a 
crowd of about 1,000, too modern to 
appreciate the significance of the|’ 
gree 

our after the appointed time 
Mayor Walker stepped out. and for 
a few minutes did honor to the mem- 
ory of New York’s greatest blizzard. 
Captain Sir George Hubert Wilkins 
and Lieutenant Carl Ben Hielson, his 
pilot, who had just concluded their 
official visit with the Mayor, also 
joined the group. They were eagerly 
welcomed, for, as the Blizzard Men 
said afterward, if anybody knew 
about blizzards and the like it was 
the polar explorer and his pilot. 


Storm Tied Up City. 


It is said of the great blizzard, 
which stopped the wheels of the city 
entirely for several days; that icicles 
hung from the beards of the men 
who ventured outdoors. Beards were 
fashionable in. blizzard. days, but the 
only beard among the survivors was 
that worn by Eugene Todd, 72, a 
mineralogist, of 113 Fulton Street. 

The survivors, while waiting. for 
the Mayor, were openly skeptical of 
the clear sapphire sky and the sunny 
balm of a Spring day. Many kept 
smelling a blizzard. “It was a day 
just like this that preceded the great 
blizzard,’”? Mr. Todd warned. By his 
side was Frank Law, 88, of the same 
address, said to be one of the few 
surviving engravers on wood in New 
York. 

The assembly attracted many sur- 
vivors. who had not been identified 
with the first formal organization of 
the ‘‘Blizzard’Men,’’ including for- 
mer County Registrar and Sheriff, 
Max S. Grifenhagen, Francesca 
Redding of the Professional Wo- 
man’s gue, and Arthur Wellesley 
Milbury, veteran newspaper editor. 
There were also present ten mem- 
bers of the graduating class of ‘88, 
known as the ‘Blizzard Class,’’ of 
the New York beh ten of Pharmacy, 
now a part of Columbia University. 

While they waited on the steps 
many retold their experiences of the 
memorable March One 5 Be ae 
strangest tales was told b 
Gordon Lynn of the De 
Finance, Charitable 
Municipal Building. 

On the Monday night of the bliz- 
zard, Mr. Lynn said, Daniel E. Band- 
mann, actor manager, was playing 
the lead in ‘Dr. Jekyll and. Mr. 
Hyde’”’ at Niblo’ : Garden. ‘Five per- 
sons showed u for the performance,”’ 
Lynn said. y brother and I were 
the only ones in the gallery and 
there were three perscns in the bal- 
cony. But the show went on just 
the same as if the theatre had been 
filed, and Mr. Bandmann gave one 
of the , finest performances of his 
career.’ 

Max S. Grifenhagen, former Regis- 
trar and Sheriff of New York 
County, said that at the time of the 
blizzard his family was living at 127th 
Street and Lexington Avenue. Their 
stable was across the street and they 
had to tunnel through the snow- 
drifts to get feed and water to 
the horses: They were practically 
snowed in for three and a half days. 
He recalled how his brother returned 
home one day completely exhausted 
after digging a number of women 
out of the drifts: : 


Struggle Through Drifts. 

Arthur Wellesley Milbury, 76, of 
1,319 Washington Street, Hoboken, 
was telegraph editor of The Star, a 
morning newspaper published at the 
northwest corner of Broadway and 
Park Place, when the city was 
snowed under. Mr. Milbury recalled 
going over to lunch just before the 
storm broke. 

On his way back to the office, he 
said, Broadway was a rushing tor- 
rent of water, which he had to wade 
through. Later it began to snow, 
and around midnight, when he 
looked out of the window, everything 
was snowed under, and the street 
lamps he described as ‘“‘little blurs 
of light.” He told of struggling 
through the drifts around Madison 
Square Park, where two hours earlier

There, after all; isthe great unde- 
veloped water power resource of the 
State. Outside of Niagara, the re- 
maining available dam sites under 
State control are few and small.

that the State’s water power. shall 
remain' “forever inalienable to the 
people” but that the dams and 
plants: necessary to generate power 
shall be ~“ built; financed; owned, 
operated and occupied” by the agents 
of the State. | That was Governor 
“| SurtH’s plan, but he did. not incor- 
p | Poryate yin hig bill any;such categori- 
cal provisions ‘about public opera- 
tion. Where he leaned toward dis- 
tribution of current under private 
auspices, Governor ROOSEVELT spe-

capital’ an opportunity to bid’ for 
distribution at rates which shall pro- 
tect the consumer. Governor ‘SMITH 
publicly commended ‘the plan ‘for 
“ contractual regulation ” which Mr. 
COHEN, counsel to’ the"Port;Author- 
ity, advocated before the Congres- 
sional committee on: Boulder. Dam; 
Governor: ROOSEVELT embodies this 
scheme in his» bill.. 
While the new. plan.may be re- 
garded as an elaboration of the: old, 
they are alike in fundamentals. To 
be sure, the title “* Power Author- 
ity”. nowhere appears in the .new 
draft. Instead, certain public trus- 
tees are to be appointed to take over 
and develop the St. Lawrence re- 
sources. But. these trustees are to 
have much the same powers. as,the 
commissioners of the authority would 
have exercised. ‘Subject to the, guid- 
ing-principle of public development 
and; if possible; private transmis- 
sion; they are to secure expert ad- 
vice, study the > reports of Federal 
and State boards, confer with other 
jurisdictions, and ‘with, distributing 
agencies, and draw up a plan for 
submission:to the Legislature. If it 
is approved,’ they are to raise their 
own development funds, much as the 
Port Authority does now, under 
formal interdict not to pledge the 
credit of the State. 

All parties to the controversy are 
agreed on the desirability of har- 
nessing these great water powers, 
now running to waste. Republicans 
and Democrats alike accept, too, the 
doctrine that title; tothem should 
vest permanently in the State. The 
Republicans will. no doubt welcome 
Governor’; ROOSEVELT’S ‘provisional 
commitment to transmission under 
private auspices. Over the construc- 
tion and operation of the dam and 
the power plant, however, they re- 
main. at. odds with him. They have 
consistently stood for development 
by private capital under the leasing 
system, with provision for recapture. 

'The-Governor’s message,-coming 
on top. of other moves at Albany 
looking to an investigation of the 
Public Service Commission, is cer- 
tain to revive the controversy over 
the effectiveness of commission reg- 
ulation. Governor ‘SMITH ~deemed 
it inadequate. Governor ROOSEVELT 
would take rate making, in so far 
as it ‘comterned the St. Lawrence 
development, out of the jurisdiction 
of the commission altogether... He 
anc his advisers are evidently..im- 
presséd with what they regard as 
the failure of State regulatory bodies 
adequately to protect the consumer. 
He does not hesitate to shoot over 
the heads of the commissions at the 
Federal courts; which have empha- 
sized reproduction vost as the rate 
base. and leaned toward 8 per cent as 
a fair return. The Governor wants

‘The greatest mor- 
tality occurs-in children. of pre- 
school age; and between ‘now and 
next Fall or Winter all parents of 
children under 10 should, see to it 
that they have this protection. 

That .the complete immuniza- 
tion of a community is possible has 
been demonstrated. by Auburn, N. 
¥., -where there has been only 
one death from diphtheria since a 
like campaign was begun there four 
years ago.” ‘Grand Rapids had not a 
case in’ 1928, In Kansas City a te- 
duction of 69.1 per cent was made 
in one year.. Results comparable 
with these should. be possible here. 
More is known as to the cause, pre- 
vention ; and, cure. of, this disease 
than of any other, it is stated by 
the State Commissioner’ of ‘Health.

LIBRARY FUNCTIONS. 


A confession how he has irritated 
his fellow-librarians, and how he 
means to go on doing it, has been 
written by Mr. JOHN COTTON DANA, 
and is published in The Library, the 
magazine of the ‘Newark. Public 
Library. As its secretary, he is 
thoroughly familiar with the views 
ofits” board of~-directors: Their 
stand on \adult education—his sub- 
ject—is indicated in his article. 

He ‘bélieves firmly that a library 
can and should aid all persons, young 
or old, who come to it for books. 
It should devote more time to mak- 
ing itself into a guide forthe many 
inquirers after the latést findings in 
the field of knowledge. Book end- 
ing, particularly of popular fiction, 
he thinks could be gradually turned 
over to the circulating libraries, 
which would do nothing but lend 
novels and lighter works. The true 
library should»be broad enough to 
serve the. whole community, giving 
people who have gone to work and 
who want more education the oppor- 
tunity and guidance they come 
seeking. 

This will sound to many who have 
vague notions of what the Adult 
Education Association aims at like 
an orthodox. plea...But it has never- 
theless annoyed the believers in the 
association’ s methods, for on several 
points, Mr. ‘Dana differs with them. 
He is frank in saying that he has 
fallen into “no small “disrepute” 
with some of his associatés because 
he insists that'‘‘adult education” is 
nothing new. _He further ‘alienates 
them by refusing to think of a 
library as a-school house, equipped 
with a teaching staff.

‘MUZZLING CHINA'S” “PRESS. 

The attempt of the Nationalist 
Government of China to &ercise 
censorship ‘over foreign’ as well” as 
native: newspapers .which ‘ publish 
articles unfavorable to the National- 
ist cause, was set forth in a special 
article from Peking’ printed’ in Sun- 
day’s’ TIMES. Further’ details’ in- 
dicate that the incident has roused 
strong resentment even among 
friends of the Nationalists.. Signifi- 
cance lies in its indication that the 
Nationalist, Government ‘not only“is 
as arbitrary with respect to freedom 
of the press as its predecessors, but 
that, in seeking to stifle criticism, it 
is proclaiming to the world its recog- 
nition of its own weakness. 

The specific incident may -be sum- 
marized as.follows: On Féh. |5, 
1929, the,editor of, the North’China 
Star, a newspaper in “‘Tientsin, 
owned and edited by an American 
who has been noted for his friend- 
liness to the Nationalist cause, was 
notified -by the’ Chinese postal au- 
thorities that his paper would be de- 
nied the use of the mails. No reason 
for this action was given, Inquiry 
elicited, several days: later, the fact 
that the Nationalist Government ob- 
jected to the printing of a -news' 
agency dispatch critical of that gov- 
ernmént.| Instedd of seizing the 
offending edition, as has frequently 
been done elsewhere, the mails were 
closed to the newspaper without a 
hearing, ' 

Forthwith the other newspapers 
in Tientsin and Peking; all of which 
wete competitors of the North 
China Star, took up the cudgels in 
its .behalf, It is noteworthy that 
not only ;the British Peking , and 
Tientsin. Times, which had in the 
past bitterly attacked the Star om 
account of its’ sympathies for the 
Nationalist cause, . but. also. the 
Peking» Leader, whose-.editor was 
an’ ardent supporter ofthe Nation- 
alist cause and who’recently toured 
this country speaking in its behalf, 
both strongly denounced the ‘high- 
handed. action; of ;the ; Nationalist 
Government, Our Staté Department 
has instructed Minister MACMURRAY 
to make :proper representations on 
the subject to! thie’ Nanking Govern- 
ment. 

The casé concerns the outside 
world because of the light which it 
throws on the attitude of the Na- 
tionalists ‘toward the freedom of 
the press. It had long been well 
known’ that 'the Chinese press did 
not dare to print criticism of any 
government .in..power. -When. the 
late Manchurian War Lord, CHANG 
TSO-LIN, controlled Peking he sum- 

ly executed two! éditors/, whose 

gs had displéased him. The 
friends of the Nationalists had given 
the world to believe—or to hope— 
that they’would be more liberal with 
respect to the press. But this has 
not turned out to be the case. ‘As 

a result, it is difficult: to obtain 

accurate news from.-any of. the 

Chinese-language ‘newspapers. By 

reaching out to muzzle ‘the foreign- 

language as well.as the native press 
the Nationalists make:a bad matter 
worse,

Aided South With His Fortune. 


Mr. Candler, starting with nothing, 
accumulated a fortune which was 
rated as one of ‘the largest in the 
South,. When. he had amassed his 
fortune he gave generously to worthy 
vauses in the South and a number of 
times put his money to use in.aid of 
his home city and State. He went to 
the rescue of the South generally in 
1914, when the outbreak ..of the 
World War cut off the Etropean 
market at a time when the cotton 
crop was ready. 

Mr. Candler was 10 years old when 
the Civit War began. The family 
{farm was near the path of desola- 
tion spread by Sherman’s march

- _In).April,, 1888,..Mr. Candler first 
became connected with the manufac- 
ture of coca cola and three years 
later became the sole owner of the 
business. Having. confidence in its 
future he staked. “his fortuné in it 
and devoted all his time to it. His 
first factory. .was a small shed and 
he personally stirred the kettle in 
which the syrup ‘was manufactured. 
The first year the sales amounted to 
only; 500 gallons, 


Succeeded in Company by Son. 


Mr. Candler organized the Coca 
Cola Company of Georgia Feb. 22, 
1892, and continued as its active head 
until 1911, when ~he was succeeded 


Sold to the Coca Cola Company of 
Delaware for -$25,000,000. 

In. addition “to his gifts to char- 
ity, which aggregated several mil- 
lion dollars, Mr. Candler’s life was 
characterized by numerous instances 
of practical altruism, which in their 
inception appeared like tossing away 
money for the benefit of the pub- 
lic. During the money panic of 1907} 
he offered to purchase from busi- 
ness men property they wished to 
sell, not, at panic prices but at the 
peak prices preceding that period. 
As a result he paid out $1,100,000 
in cash for Atlanta real estate with- 
out demanding any sacrifice from 
the owners. 

When the World War cut off the 
European ‘cotton oe and the 
price, 2 propped to 6 cents a pound, 

went to the rescue of 
the. Southern cotton growers, an- 
nouncing his readiness to lend on 
cotton up to $30,000,000 on the basis 
of 6 cents a pound. After a large 
part of the amount had been dis- 
tributed he took off the limit and 
offered to lend as much as the South 
wished to borrow. 

In 1915, Georgia found it neces- 
sary to refinance an old bond issue, 
one authorized by the carpet-bagger 
government and which had been 
repudiated by the State during the 
reconatenetign days after the Civil 
War. Mr. Chandler offered to take 
the entire issue, $3,850,000, at par. 

At another time Mr. Candler was 
credited with having saved a rival 
bank, one of the largest in Atlanta, 
from liquidation by purchasing its 
entire capital stock and later selling 
it back to the former owners when 
conditions improved, 

Mr. Candler was elected Mayor of 
Atlanta for the ‘term 1917-18 and 
during his admixistration loaned the 
city $360,000 to .enlarge’ and improve 
the city water system. No munic- 
ipal funds were available for the 
purpose and he advanced the money 
without waiting for. the formal 
agreement by the city to repay it.

. ing Decry Literary Censorship.

ALBANY, N. yY.,' March 12.— 
Clergymen and. representatives. of 
the New, York State. Civic .League 
and the: Lord’s: ‘Day Alliance today 
urged the” Senate and Assembly 
Codes Committees to” report” the 
Wales-Gedney clean books bill, as- 
serting that, it, would curb. crime and 
protect the: morals of.the young. 

Book ‘publishefs and‘ booksellers 
opposed the measure, insisting it was 
a form of censorship and that a 
strict interpretation would eliminate 
many of the classics. 

There is little indication that the 
bill will be reported. For years ad- 
vocates of this legislation, led’ by, 
former Justice John Ford of New 
York, have been urging such legis- 
lation, only to have it die in com- 
mittee. 

“The morals of the youth are more 
important than the: dirty dollars of 
the book publishers,’’ the Rev. O. R. 
Miller of Albany, superintendent of 
the State Civic League, told’ the com- 
mittee. 

“The publishers have found a gold 
mine in putting vile and degrading 
literature on the market, and they 
are working it every minute. The 
publishers told us once they would 
clean up the literature, but time has 
shown that they think more of the 
dollar than they do of the morals of 
the young.”’ 

Turning to the men on the other 
side, Mr. Miller added: 

“The gang that formerly came up 
here to fight this bill said they would 
clean up their: business, but they 
didn’t keep their word.’’ 

Judge Ford, declaring it impossible 
to curb corrupting literature under 
the present law, called the censor- 
ship» charge ‘‘flubdub,’’ and denied 
the contention that under the bill a 
book could be held obscene or in- 
decent because of one or two pas- 
sages. 

He said that 85 per cent of the ob- 
scene literature either originates or 
is sold in New York ‘State; and for 
that reason other States were looking 
to. this State ‘to put a stop to the 
vile stuff."’ 

Canon William Sheafe Chase of 
Brooklyn, head of the Civic League, 
and also speaking in behalf of: the 
International Reform Association, de- 
clared that. the book publishers 
were making ‘‘millions’’ every year 
“through the debauchery of our 
youth.’ 

Robert E. Goldsbie, counsel for the 
National Association of Book .Pub- 
lishers, said that his organization had 
no objection to proper regulation, 
but that it regarded the Wales- 
Gedney bill.as a form of censorship. 

‘‘We feel that the present law ade- 
quately provides for the punishment 
of those who: publish obscene liter- 
ature,’’ he said. ‘If there iS any 
fault with the present law it is solely 
with its enforcement.’’ 

Arthur Garfield Hays opposed the 
measure on the ground that morals 
could not be legisiated into the hearts 
and minds of pep le. 

James M. Lynch of Syracuse, for- 
mer State Industrial Commissioner, 
said the enactment of the bill would 
mean’ the elimination of the classics, 
including ‘‘Ben-Hur.”’

stock to provide working capital and 
pay interest and amortization on 
bonds of the Board. of Transit.

GROOTFOOTE, Southwest Africa, 
March 12.—The giant’ meteor which 
fell recéntly at Otjihaene, near the 
Grootfontein railhead in the extreme 
northeastern part of Southwest Afri- 
ca, is the world’s largest'meteor. I 
have just examined it and found it 
larger than the Greenland meteor 
discovered by Admiral Peary and 
now in the Ametican Museum of 
Natural History in New York, but 
not so large as the possible meteor 
which formed the Arizona crater at 

Coolbutte. 
We found:the meteor embedded and 
buried in soft limestone on the high 
veldt, but a pit dug around it shows 
the depth varies between. three to 


five feet. The limestone underneath 
was crushed by the terrific smash of 
the impact for several feet further 
down. On the sides of the limestone 
crumbling was caused by the ex- 
cessive heat of the meteor, which 
was white hot when it plunged to 
earth 

“Tts size is 10 by 10 by 4 feet. It is 
of solid iron and its weight is esti- 
mated at fifty to seventy tons. The 
upper surface is flat and almost 
level, with occasional typical meteor 
indentations: It is rusty ‘all over, 
but a cross section shows its metallic 
structure, although melting with a 
biowtorch is very difficult. A -pre- 
liminary analysis indicates 10 per 
— of nickel, but otherwise it is al!

BELIEVES IN’ BIG INNING 


Jackson, Lindstrom, Reese and 
Welsh ‘Form Nucleus for Team 
Approaching’ McGraw’s Ideal. 
apne tmene

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 12.— 
A great many years ago ia noted 
chess master named Wilhelm Steinitz 
devised a’ system of play which’ he 
perfected to so high a degree that. it 
enabled him to hold the world’s 
championship for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Briefly, it consisted. of what 
he styled,.‘‘an,accumulation of small 
advantages.”’ 

Later, other men in: other’ ventures 
duplicated it, knowingly or unknow- 


ingly. The White Sox of 1906, the 
hitless wonders who doubtless never 
heard of Steinitz, nevertheless exem- 
plified it. They would snatch a run 
here, another :there, and.went on to 
win a pennant and a world’s series. 
Prompted by necessity, other. ball 
clubs, though with not such pro- 
nounced success, have been known 
to. adopt’ the idea, such. as‘ the 


Dodgers of the past two years, who,. 


with magnificent pitching, but weak 
hitting, would strive daily to make a 
one or two-run margin stand up-to 
the end. 

But this.is not the system of John 
McGraw,* who by reason of an inhe- 
rent dynamic nature glorifies above 
all the wallop, the crushing. blow 
that descends swiftly and decisively 
and renders an opponent. helpless at 
one stroke. In baseball this is rep- 
resented by the big inning where a 
breach in the opponents’ defense is 
answered by an attack that yields 
not merely a run or two, but clus- 
ters of five and six. 


Came. Near His Ideal. 


For sentimental reasons, McGraw’s 
first championship aggregation, 
which won pennants in 1904 and 


1905, probably lie closest to his heart, 
but he admits frankly that the team 
in which he takes the greatest pride; 
the oné that ‘came nearest to his 
ideal of a really great aggregation, 
was the outfit of 1911-13, waich liter- 
ally stole three pennants in a row. 
That team typified the: McGraw sys- 
tem at its peak, a rip-snorting, ag- 
gressive and alert array that over- 
whelmed all opposition by the sheer 
daring of. its. attack. 

And today, in the land of_ the 
Alamo, McGraw sees visions of an- 
other such machine. This is rapidly 
becoming manifest by the fact that 
McGraw, above all else, appears to 
be stressing. speed as he grooms his 
Giants for the next campaign. 

“In fact,” says McGraw, ‘‘I already 
seem to have plenty of speed. The 
thing now is to put it to work so 
as to get the most out of it.”’ 


Speed Is Still Essential. 


There is, of course, small likelihood | _ 
lof the Giants of this year equaling | 


or even approaching the base-steal- 
ing records of the Giants of fifteen 
years ago. That is quite impossible, 
as the style of the game today has 
almost. discarded the stolen base. 
But speed nevertheless is still essen- 
tial to the McGraw. system. 

‘As he points out, he already has 
quite a nucleus for such a swift team 
among his regulars in Jackson, 
Lindstrom, Reese and Welsh. 
Should all other things prove equal, 
Reese is almost certain to wrest the 
second base job from Cohen, as he is 
a much faster man. Roush, should 
he prove himself completely re- 
covered, must be ranked a fast man, 
and young Ott, though heretofore 
never a blue streak, is showing more 
speed than ever. 

Outstanding among the younsua 
for. sheer speed is Artie Veltman. 
This lean, tall and bronzed Texan 
moves around the bases like a grey- 
hound. Marshall and Fullis also are 
capable of covering ground at a high 
rate. 


Hold Only Afternoon Drill.

These in- 
creased and satisfactory earnings 
offer the best sort of proof that dis- 
gributive trades, at the moment, are 
healthier and much more active 
than at the same time last year.

Mr. Speer said last night that the 
reported conversations between the 
Standard of New York and the 
Vacuum had been brought to the at- 
tention of officials of the former 
company a number of times within 
the last few months. He indicated, 
es has been pointed out frequently, 
thatthe matter had been’ discussed, 
but he said that nothing approaching 
an agreement had been reached.

Steel ingot production by the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation last week 
was placed at slightly less than 97 
per cent of capacity, contrasted with 
a shade less than 96 per cent in the 
preceding week and around 91 per 
cent two weeks ago. The larger in- 
dependent manufacturers recorded a 
greater gain, but. some of the smaller 
units made no increases. The aver- 
age rate for the independents was 
around 92 per cent; nst 91 per 
cent a week ago and 87 per cent two 
weeks ago. 

For the entire. industry it is esti- 
mated that ingot production is now 
at 94 per cent of rated capacity, com- 
pared with about 93 per cent in the 
preceding week and around 89% per 
cent two weeks ago. At this time 
last year the Steel Corporation was 
working at between 88 and 89 per 
cent, with the independents at 76 to 
77 per cent and the average between 
82° and 83 per cent.

M. L. ‘Gitbert Guilty of Stealing 
ptement Before Vessel Was Wrecked:

BOSTON, March 12.—Captain Mark 
L. Gilbert, formerly master. of the 
steamer Binghamton, which was lost 
after running agrourid. on a Nova 
Scotia reef in July, 1921, was found 
guilty in the Superior Court here to- 
day of stealing eight cases of leather 
hides belonging to the Ayer Leather 
Company of Boston: Captain Gilbert 
lives on 147th Street, New York.

SYNTHETIC FERTILIZER 
GAINING, HE ASSERTS 





Br. Landis Says That Chemicals ‘ 


Are Replacing Waste Prodacts 
in the Industry. 


Chemical products are replacing 
waste products in the manufacture 
of fertilizer, Dr. W. S. Landis, vice 
president of the American Cyanamid 
Company, said last night in a lecture 

on ‘‘The New Fertilizer’? at Cooper 


nid. The meeting was under the 
auspices of the People’s — and 
the American Institute. Landis 
outlined the history of Pveeiiners 
from prehistoric times to the present. 

“The fertilizer industry,” he said, 
‘thas come to depend more and more 
upon chemical products for its raw 
materials. The natural nitrate of 
soda and the .by-product sulphate of 
ammonia, to which have been added 
of more recent years Various syn- 
thetic nitrogen chemical products 
such as cyanamid, nitrate of lime, 
urea, and ammonium phosphates. 
now form the bulk of our nitroge- 
nous ingredient. Theré is Tittle chance 
to return. to the waste organics, and 
with better education of our farmers 
the little still use@ will further de- 
crease.’’ 

He declared that nitrogen as ob- 
tained by electrical fixation of the 
atmosphere did not provide a: com- 
plete 
gredients, and went on to say. that 
“‘the future fertilizers will be much 
more concentrated in the common 
‘plant foods than even past history 
‘would lead one to suppose. The 
older organics of animal or vegetable 
origin will disappear to still greater 
extent and will be replaced by newer 
seothatic salts mostly of inorganic 
nature.”’
